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LARRY COOK TO DIRECT 
DA CAMERA SINGERS 


Edmonton’s Da Camera Singers, a chamber 
group of thirty-five members, have appointed 
Larry Cook of the Choral Division of the 
Department of Music to be their new director. 
Dr. Cook, Chairman of the Division of 
Choral Music in the Department of Music, 
is also the director of the Richard Eaton

A RURAL HEALTH CARE PROJECT 
FOR GHANA 


This summer the University’s Dean of 
Nursing, Amy Zelmer, experienced first-hand 
the problems of establishing a public health 
care system in the remote desert uplands 

of Ghana. 

Dean Zelmer was one of a three-member 
team sent by the Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA) to evaluate a 
proposal for integrated rural health project for 
which Ghana had applied for CIDA assistance. 
The team consisted of an epidemiologist, who 
was in fact a nurse from CIDA staff and 
who was leader of the group; a pharmacist 
experienced in supply and logistical matters; 
and Dr. Zelmer, as a health educator. 

The purpose of the project would be to supply 
primary health education and care at the 
village level, making use of village health 
workers. The village workers would be local 
people, rather like “wise, experienced 
grandmothers,” individuals with considerable 
skill in interpersonal relations, whom the 
villagers could trust and turn to for advice. 
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Turning the valves in the Heating Plant to the “on” position is probably one of the more 


prosaic signs of Fall on the campus. 


The emphasis of the program would be 
preventive, with village workers supplying 
advice on such things as sanitation and 
nutrition and giving no more than a primary, 
first aid type of medical service. 

“The health care system in Ghana labors 
under great difficulties,’ Dr. Zelmer said. 
In Bokatunga, the uplands location of a 
CIDA project in water engineering, the 
hospital lacks certain fundamental 
supplies. Drugs and specialized 
equipment have to be imported because 
Ghana’s population base of 9,500,000 is 
insufficient to support their manufacture 
within the country. Because Ghana has 
very little industry and very few natural 
resources, it has chronic foreign exchange 
problems. (Although until 1957 it was called 
the Gold Coast, there is very little gold left, 
and the market has collapsed for its one 
major export, cocoa.) Thus, supplies are 
often scarce even at Accra, the capital, and 
this problem is greatly magnified in remote 
regions because of losses due to “leakage” 
or “shinkage”. and transport difficulties. 

Dr. Zelmer was witness to the effect of 
foreign exchange on transportation when, 
throughout her visit, all the petrol pumps 
were empty because the whole country had 


literally run out of gasoline. “It was not the 
first time this had happened,” she said, “and 
unfortunately it won’t be the last.” 

“In Ghana, you have to base your health 
care on prevention and primary care in the 
village,” she said, “and the whole health 
service must be geared to support the village 
worker.” The choice of village health workers 
under the rural health project will be 
crucial—“‘they don’t have to be literate, 
but they must have common sense and the 
respect of the village.” Education of the 
village workers will be done in the workers’ 
own regions as much as possible; their 
training will be necessarily at a minimum and 
geared to the possible rather than the ideal. 

“It’s all very fine for us to tell people 
to plant kitchen gardens or cultivate certain 
crops or build privies, but those things all 
involve hard work,” she commented. The 
general standard of health she observed in 
the upland regions she visited was not high. 
Malaria, she reported, seems as common there 
as head colds are here. She saw a few 
individuals with signs of severe malnutrition, 
she said, but most were simply very lean, 
and “nobody was overweight.” She was relieved 
to find, however, that the situation was not 
as bad as she had expected. 


Dr. Zelmer and the CIDA team consider 
the rural health project to be feasible, 
based on the experience of the existing CIDA 
water engineering project in the same area. 
They did modify it somewhat to conform 
to CIDA guidelines, making it more strongly 
oriented to people than to equipment and 
physical facilities. For example, the number 
of four-wheel-drive vehicles and motor cycles 
was substantially reduced and replaced 
wherever possible by bicycles, which would 
be independent of the recurring gasoline 
shortages. Where bicycles are unacceptable—a 
possibility that occurred to Dr. Zelmer when 
she saw no women riding bicycles—the 
village health workers can resort to the 
traditional means of travelling from one village 
to another: walking. 

If the project is approved, apart 
from selecting and training village 
health workers, two of the most difficult 
problems will be finding people sufficiently 
trained themselves to train and supervise the 
village health workers, and getting those 
people to remain in the remote and arid 
upper regions of Ghana. The culture in the 
upper regions, according to Dr. Zelmer, is 
significantly different from that nearer the 
sea, and the lack of facilities, especially for 
schooling, is particularly trying. 

How was Dr. Zelmer selected to appraise 
Ghana’s integrated rural health proposal? 
At some time she had filled out a form from 
CIDA, listing her qualifications and areas 
of expertise. As these things will, the 
information on the form found its way into 
CIDA’s computer, and when a health 
educator was needed, Dr. Zelmer’s name 
appeared. (“Though I’m not sure they really 
wanted a dean,” she said.)
